physically impossible either to secure a full attend 
ance or proper attention.

Under the quiet title of the “ Peace Preservation 
Act Continuance Bill,“ Mr. Cardwell proposed to 
perpetuate a code more fitted to the latitude of 
Naples than of Ireland. This act gives the Ministry 
the power of “proclaiming” any county, or all 
counties in Ireland, at an hour's notice. It isan 
Algerine act of the most severe character, and ought 
not to be tolerated in any country, said to be free, 
without stringent necessity. Only a few days since 
Mr. Cardwell congratulated the House upon the 
peace, the progress, and the prospetity of Ireland. 
He stated, and stated truly, that crime had rapidly 
diminished, and that our prisons were nearly empty. 
He drew a picture of almost Arcadian tranquillity, and 
yet ends by proposing the most severe act ever im- 
posed upon a conquered country. He vouchsafes to 
give no reason for this. A murder had been committed 
somewhere, and therefore an Arms Act was necessary; 
that isall the reason he canallege. Ifthe committal of 
a murder necessitate an Arms Act, then every county 
in England should be proclaimed, for there is not one 
which is not stained by murder infinitely more horri- 
ble than anything which has occurred in Ireland for 
sixty years. The plain truth is, that Irishmen are 
distrusted by the Ministry, and Mr. Cardwell bas yet 
to learn that he who unjustly distrusts the loyalty of 
men is the best fomentor of sedition. 

But the Irish members have it completely in their 
power to compel the consideration of Irish busi- 
ness at a proper time. The Scotch manage to 
have their business duly considered; why should 
not we? One hundred and five members can 
always coerce a Ministry if they be united. 

They can, in the early portion of the session, in- 
sist upon the timely consideration of Irish bills, and 
they can prevent any imperial basiness from being 
proceeded with if their claims be (disregarded. The 
forms of the House give great power to a minority 
with justice on its side, yet session after session passes 
in the consideration of failures, or empirical ad- 
ventures, while bills urgently required for this 
country are thrust aside until it is impossible to con- 
sider them. Let us hope that next session there 


may be some union amongst the Irish representa- 
| tives of all parties—so far, at least, as to ensure the 


consideration of measures which all approve of, at a 
more favourable period than the expiring weeks of 
the session. 

And the Irish people have it in their power to 
prevent any Mir.‘ster from branding them with so 
insulting a Coercion Bill as that brought into the 
House on Friday. The unhappy collision at Lurgan 
was hailed with joy by the anti-Irish party. Nothing 
could have happened more fortunately for, them or 
more unhappily for the country. That collision, no

Divide et impera was the great principle by which 
the Romans ruled, and, in modern days, they are 
doomed to be ruled imperiously who permit them- 
selves to be divided. 


Tue case of Mrs. Watte, an alleged lunatic, which has 
occupied the Commissioners de Lunatico Inguirendo 
for twelve days, has resulted in a verdict of in- 
sanity, or, at least, of incapacity. This seems to 
be the only decision which could have preserved the 
property. Originally of very humble birth, and 
then a servant girl in London, Mrs. Watte had won 
the affections of her master, and on his death was 
left in possession of £18,000 in the funds, and about 
£160 a year in house property. But one child—a 
daughter—survived. The busband’s relatives, then, 


pursued the widow with a worrying litigation ; they 
were defeated, but these proceedings left fixed upon 
ber mind an idea that at some period or other she 
should be murdered. She fled from London back to 
her native place, near Cork, and to her relatives. 
Here she became suddenly acquainted with a young 
man; aged 20, named O Connell, and as suddenly 
married him. As by this marriage the relatives 
were cut off from ali expectation of obtaining her pro- 
perty, they felt towards the bride and ber husband 
anything but a friendly spirit. The suit de Lunatico 
Inquirendo was instituted by them. The case 
has been so fully reported in this journal that it is 
necessary now only to consider one extraordinary 
portion of it. 

‘Lhe evidence of the priest who married this strange 
couple is most astounding. The marriage took 
place on a Sunday, in a public-house, and without the 
knowledge of any of Mrs. Watte's relatives, though 
they lived ata few yards’ distance. The priest ac- 
knowledged that he did not observe the regular forms 
of his church. He married her in a public-ho use 
g’ thout confession, and by a dispensation procured 
on the day of marriage, the original of which he had 
destroyed. He knew the relatives of the woman, 
yet breathed not a syllable respecting the rite he was 
about to perform, and his evidence, in many other 
particulars, is by no means creditable. Connell, the bus- 
band of the widow, was a seafaring man—one, appa- 
rently, who could be easily worked upon. The priest, 
immediately after the marriage, began to talk about a 
settlement, and to urge that the daughter should be 
removed from the mother, and placed in a ladies’ 
school. By this settlement it was intended that the 
£16,000 should be the property ofthe daughter when 
of uge, and by the “ ladies’ school” was meant seclu- 
sion in a convent. Itis not every day that the Church 
of Rome has an opportunity of netting a young girl, 
heiress to £16,000, and it was well worth while to 
neglect the forms of the Church to secure such a prize 
as this, 

The jury, by finding Mrs. Watte insane, and that 
her insanity dates from June 1857, nullify her mar- 
riage with Connell, which did not take place until 
the September of that year. The plot, then—for few 
will believe that there was not a plot—has resulted 
in absolute loss to every one who engaged in it. The 
jury, very properly, considering the peculiar character 
of Mrs. Watte's delusion, strongly recommended 
that she should not be placed in a lunatic asylum. 
With equal propriety, considering the evidence of 
the promovents, they expressed, strongly, an opinion 
that she should not be committed to the care of her 
relatives. The Chancellor will be empowered to ap- 
point proper persons to take care of Mrs. Watte's 
person and property. The daughter, who was bap- 
tised a Protestant, becomes a ward of court.

The evidence, however, is, that Colonel Whi 
his brothers have, since 1844, + hagas 
his land of Culmore.

Mr. Griffith swore he fished opposite his own land, and 
when threatened, continued, ani defied a prosecution, 
and he was not prosecuted. If the jury believed that 
evidence, they should find for the plaintiff. 
His Lordship then directed the jury to find for the 
plaintiff on the first two issues, as to his prima facie 
right, and he left the question to them of the right of 
the defendant on the other issues, upon the evidence as 
referred to in his charge. 
The jury retired, and after a few minutes delibera- 
tion, found a verdict for the plaintiff, with 1s. damages, 
and 6d. costs. His lordship certified for the plaintiff's 
costs, as the action was brought only to try the right.

the case. He had communicated with his client, and 
had his sanction for adopting this course. It would be 
idle to hope to uce the crime to any degree below 
manslaughter, for which his client stood indicted.

No one could now regret the circumstance more thas 
his client, and he was now willing to throw himself on 
the mercy of the court. 
His Lordship said he thought the prisoner—th ough 
his counsel hed wisely adopted the only course that 
could suffice in any degree to palliate the terrible crime 
of which he had been guilty—could not, however, but 
feel that the case was one which would peremptorily 
call for a severe punishment. A life had been unques- 
tionably barbarousty forfeited, and the only excuse that 
the prisoner was able to offer, was the most wretched 
one of drunkenness. He hardly thought it deserved 
the name of excuse, for who was responsible for that 
state of intoxication, but the prisoner himself. He 
would, however, give the case his fullest consideration, 
and not lose sight of the matters suggested to him by 
the prisoner’s counsel. In the meantime he ordered 
the prisoner to be removed from the dock for the

Possessed of ample 
means, she has spent her income, so soon as received, pur- 
chasing large quantities of clothes quite beyond the require- 
ments of — in her rank of life, while she kept herself 
and child in filth and poverty. She has accumulated im- 
se supplies of meat and fish in her dwelling-room alto- 
gether need less for household It is you to say 
if these are eccentricicies, or iona, or indications of weak- 
ness of mind, Nar sis ry bar unfit to be trusted with the ma- 
nagement of her own affairs. She has told you she paid 
for the articles she purchased at whatever was asked.

If she was inveigled by foul play into a foolish marriage, 
you will ask vourselves whether, under similar circum- 
stances, the same result might not have happened to a lady 
in no way a fit subject for a commission of lunacy. In con- 
sidering the medical testimony, you will pay atten tion to 
it so far only as vou find it the result of careful examin ation, 
with full knowledge of all the cireumstanees of the os se—as 
opinions given by men of science skill, who have made men- 
tal disease their peculiar study, but not as conclusions upon 
matters of fact with which you are equally well acquainted. 
Upon the who'e case you will look upon this com ion as 
iseued for the protection of the lady who is the subject of it; 
but you will not find a verdict from any desire to break a 
marriage of which you may not approve, or unless you are 
convigeed upon the evidence that Mra. Watte is of unsound 
mind, so as to be incapable of managing her own affairs. 
- The jury then retired, and shortly came into court with a 
verdiet— That the said Margaret te i a n of un- 
sound mind, incompetent to man her own affairs, and

The noble lord had a majority with him, and 
the only way in which those who opposed the bill could 
carry out their views was by availing themselves of ali the 
forms of the House to preven{ so objectionable and in- 
suiting a measure from being fntroduced. ( Hear.) Ireland 
was in a state of profound tranquillity (Hear, hear). 
The Chief Secretary could not point to one single out- 
rage ox outbreak of any description to justify his proposal. 
Did the Government mean to proclaim to the world that 
they believed it impossible to hold Ireland except by 
coercion acts? Was the constitution to be for ever 
suspended, so faras Ireland was concerned; and, while 
the Government ‘were encouraging revolutionary pro- 
ceedings in Sicily and elsewhere, did they seek to be 
invested with powers with regard to Ireland which they 
blamed the Pope and the King of Naples for adopting in 
rebellious times (Cheers). 

Mr. BUTT feared that they could not, by the present 
course, defeat the bill, and he thought the sooner they 
came to the main division the better. 

The House then divided, when there appeared—

Mr. SULLIVAN felt himself conscientiously bound 
to come forward, because he did not believe that in 
the British empire there was a more peaceable or well 
condacted population than that of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 
Their prisons were comparatively empty, and thers was 
a singlar absence of crime. He was much astonished 
that the noble lord, who was connected by property and 
feelings with Ireland, should have permitted such a bill 
to be introduced. He looked upon it as the grossest in- 
gult which could be offered to the people of Ireland; at 
a time, too, when there was extreme destitution in the 
country, and people were looking forward with hope to 
see some remedial measure introduced. The destitute 
parts of the country appealed to the Government for 
some measure of relief, and Government answered the 
appeal with a coercion bill, (Hear, hear.) He felt 
bound, therefore, by every available means, to oppose 
the introduction of the bill, and he therefore moved that 
the debate be now adjourned. (Hear, hear.) 

Lord PALMERSTON said he could under- 
stand that Irish members should think it their 
duty, having a Sincere objection to this bill, to re- 
cord, in the most solemn manner, their opposition to it. 

But did they imagine that by persevering and tiring 
out the majority upon the present occasion they could 
gain any real advantage ? (Cheers.) They could only, 
at most, delay for one day longer the final division. 
(Hear, hear.) Then they could not hope for the rest of 
the session to go on moving adjournments whenever the 
motion was introduced. He would earnestly now ask 
them to consider whether they had not sufficiently satis- 
fied their sense of duty, and whether they might not 
take the course more in accordance with the usages of 
Parliament, and allow the bill to be introduced, reserv- 
ing their objections to another stage of its progress. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SCULLY said the noble Jord had made a very 
plausible statement, but he had given no reason what- 
ever for bringing in such a measure at such an hour in 
the morning. (Hear, hear.) The reason the Irish mem- 
bers objected to the introduction of the bill was, that 
the hour was so late and there were so few present. 
They wanted a full house to discuss a subject of that 
description. 

Mr. HENNESSY said the noble lord had not appre- 
hended the nature of their position. He (Mr. Hennessy) 
had asked some metober of the Government to state one 
single case requiring the renewal! of the bill. Since the 
first introduction of the bill no Minister ever proposed 
its renewal without entering into some detail on the 
subject. 

Mr. CARDWELL said he would not fail to answer 
the appeal. (car, hear.) It was quite true that they 
had. not had occasion frequently to put the act into 
execution, but it was also true that in a district on the 

fF of Galway and Mayo they were compelled re- 
cently, in consequence of a murder which occurred there, 
and the excited state of the district, to exercise the 
powers of the act. He was sure the peaceable inhabi- 
tants of that district of both characters would have felt 
extremely unhappy if the Government had not had that 
power. He had no wish to bring an indictment against 
the people of ireland, and he was happy to say that 
their condition in general was very satisfactory—to 
which. he believed, that law might in some instance, have 
conduced ; but ón the second reading of the bill, he 
should be prepared to enter more fully zuto the question, 
and to state the reasons which repdored the measure 
necessary. — 

Mr. BEAMISH said if the occasional occurrence of 
any outrage were to afford an argument for the renewal! 
of the bill, they might as well make it perpetual at 
once. (Hear, hear.) He did not believe the measure 
to be require’, or that the Government were warranted 
in. pressing it on the country. Asan Irish Member, 
anxious in general to give the present Government a 
fair end hozourable support, he regretted that the 
Government had brought forward the measure; and he 
could mot conceive how they could think of pressing it 
forward in the face of the Irish Members, the great 
majority of whom were adverse to it (Cheers. ) 

Mr. MAGUIRE was no! an opponent of her Majesty's 
Government. He gave ‘hem a fair support when he 
thought they deserved it. He did not now rise in any 
factious spirit, for he had opposed the former Govern 
ment equally when they introduced the same measure, 
But surely, after the sp. vith which the right hon 
gentleman (Mr. Cardwell) deluded the House some tiwe 
since as to the peace, tranquillity, and prosperity of Ire- 
land, it was most unreasonabie to argue that in such a 
condition of the country a coercion bill was not needed 
(Hear, hear.) Was it because a murder bad occurred 
in Ireland that therefore the whole country must be put 
under ban? (Hear, hear.) Were there no means of 
repressing and punishing crime in Ireland? Were there 
not 12,000 police, who were not ouly to all intents an 
armed miilitia, but at the same time an efficient detective 
body ? Was there not a staff of stipendiary magistrates ? 
Were there not as efficient means of repressing crime 
in Ireland as in any other part of the world? He 
maintained that the ordinary law, wisely and vigorously 
administered, was quite sufficient for the repression of 
crime. (Hear, hear.) He armed again, as he had 
affirmed it three years before, that there was less crime 
of magnitude and atrocity in Ireland than in England. 
(Hear, hear.) Look at the murder which took place 
the other day in Frome—the murder of two innocent 
children, to the perpetrators of which no clue had yet 
been discovered. Were they going to proclaim the 
county in which that murder occurred? What would 
have been said if it had oecurred in Ireland? (Hear, 
hear.) It was a monstrous thing to argue that because 
a solitary murder had heen committed, and bluadering

It would test the dona fide intentions of 
the tenant, and at the same time be a great inducement 
to the landlord not to exercise the negative power which 
the bill gave him. 

Mr. MMAHON thought the object would be attained 
if after the words “at his own expense,” they in- 
serted the words if the tenant agrees thereto.” 

Mr. POLLARD URQUHART supported the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. D. GRIFFITH supported the clause, and de- 
clared that the Irish Tenant-right members sat in the 
House as delegates, not as representatives. 

Mr. MAGUIRE repudiated. the assumption that he 
sat in the House as a delegate, and not as a representa- 
tive. He, and those who acted with him, were as free 
in the expression of their opinion as the hon. gentle- 
man who had uttered the imputation, and they could 
not accept the degrading position which the hon. gen- 
tleman had allotted to them. (Hear, hear). As to the 
clause before them ; the great object of the bill was to 
give the tenant an inducement to improve his farm, an 
object which the clause before them was calculated to 
defeat, The apprehensions of the hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Griffith) were quite groundless. The improvements by 
the tenant would not be a fanciful pig-stye ina pictu- 
resq ug patch, but solid improvements which would in- 
crease the value of the farm. , 

Lord NAAS observed that a great fallacy pervaded 
the argument of the hon. member who had just spoken. 
What was the reason for this legislation? Because, 
in Ireland improvements on the land were not made, as 
in England, by the landiord. He thought that perma- 
nent improvements should be made by the landlord, and 
that the tenant should be left to employ all his availa- 
ble capital in machinery, in manure, and in carrying on 
the most beneficial system of agriculture. (Hear, hear.) 
The sentiments expressed by the hon. gentleman were 
totally opposed to that principle, and he thought those 
who understood the country best would feel that they 
ought to keep this object in view—that every induce- 
ment should be given to the landlord to make the im- 
provements, leaving to the tenant that capital which 
was absolutely necessary for the stocking and working 
of his farm. 

Mr. CARDWELL suggested that the views of all 
might be met if the clause ran thus—" That it shall be 
lawful for the owner to execute, at his own expense, the 
works contained in the notice, and, by agreement with 
the tenant, to charge the tenant with not greater than 
five per cent. interest on the outlay, to be recoverable 
in the same manner as, and along with, the rent.” 

The clause, as amended, was agreed to. 

Mr WHITESIDE said that he should propose the 
clause which stood in his name on the paper, with the 
view of showing what was the character of the Leasing 
Bill which he had introduced. He conceived that Par- 
liament, in giving leasing powers to the landed gentry 
of Ireland, was doing a wise thing; but he objected to 
the machinery by which it was proposed to be done— 
namely, through the interference of a court. He con- 
ceived that if they gave to the limited owner of an 
estate the power of making an agricultural lease with- 
out the intervention of any tribunal, they might also 
safely give him the power, guarding against fraud, to do 
likewise in the case of building leases of three acres of 
land. The more simple legislation was the better; and 
when a country gentlemen plainly saw, from the act 
itself, that he could grant leases on certain conditions 
without the intervention of any court, he would do it at 
once honestly and fairly. By this bill, they proposed 
to place some 35 judges over every gentleman's estate; 
and he could assure the House that, from his acquain- 
tance with those learned gentlemen, he would prefer the 
opinion of Mr. Speaker on a lease to that of the. whole 
35 put together. (Laughter.) Their landed estates con- 
sisted, for the most part, of the spot of ground 
on which they stood in the Four Courte—( Laughter)— 
and he did not think that a compulsory reference to 
them was calculated to lead to the granting of leases. 
He respectfully submitted that his clause, on the other 
hand, would lead to the granting of leases, and would 
relieve the county court judges from business they were 
not competent to discharge. The right hon. gentleman 
concluded by moving that in part two (ieasing powers) 
all reference to courts of any kind as a preliminary 

sanction to the making of leases be omitted. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. DEASY said that the question they had to decide 
was one of great importance. The question was not 
whether they would require the sanction of the chair- 
man of Quarter Sessions to an improvement lease 
granted to a tenant, but whether they would allow the 
lumited owner to make building leases for any extent of 
term, and for any amount of rent he might think proper, 
and to make all those leases binding on the remainder- 
man or reversioner, without any preliminary inquiry or 
sanction. The bill proposed that as they required the 
previous sanction in small cases of the chairman of 
Quarter Sessions, in large cases they should require the 
sanction of the judge of the Landed Estates Court, and 
he could assure the House that framing that provision, 


officials were unable to trace its perpetrators, a whole 
nation was therefore to be branded with infamy. 
(Cheers.) He should be sorry to do anything factious, 
but there was a recent example for the course they were 
taking. The other evening a Catholic measure was 
brought before the House, and the representative of the 
Protestant Government declared it to bea perfectly tair 
and unobjectionable measure, and yei-the House was 
detained until nearly four o clock by the most factious 
course of opposition which could be conceived. (Cheers. ) 
He now stood up, not to obey any factious motive, but 
in-vindication of the honour of his country. (Cheers) 
His hon. friend Mr. Blake was perfectly right in say- 
ing that if the same system of policy were carried out 
in another part of the world, the English Government 
would be the first to denounce it as tyranny. (Hear, 
hear.) lle was ready to argue the question when the 
right time catae, but the course the Irish members were 
at present pursuing was one way of meeting the un- 
reasonable pressure and tyranny of an overpowering 
majority. (Cheers.)

Government had not been actuated by any distrust of 
the landed gentry of Ireland.

He had copied the pro- 
vision from the bill itself, which was introduced in 1852, 
and which had on its back the names of Mr. Napier, the 
right hon gentleman opposite (Mr. Whiteside), and the 
noble lord sitting by him (Lord Naas), But not only 
had he the authority of Lord Derby's Government for it, 

but in the bill which was introduced in the following 
year the same clause was contained, and was supported 
by their votes by the right hon. gentleman the present 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the right hon. gentleman 
the present hief Secretary for Ireland, and the noble 
lord the member for London. He eonfessed that the 
decision which had been come to on the vote on that 
oecasion had changed his opinions on the ques- 
tion of retrospective compensation, and he had 
ever since determined to support every proposition 
for clothing the moral right of the tenant with the 
legal right also. And was there not a necessity for it? 
It had occurred in Ireland. He himself had known in-

Upon that understanding, too, the 
House had accepted it ; and though he should say frankly 
that it did not go as far as he could wish, yet it went as 
far as he thought there was a reasonable prospect of 
obtaining the assent of Parliament. (Hear, hear). For 
these reasons he should feel bound to oppose the inter- 
tion of the clause. 

Mr. LONGFIELD, in reply to the hon. member for
